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We wish to acknowledge this land on which the University of Toronto operates.

BIOGRAPHIES 



Principal cellist of the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra since 2009, 
Joseph Johnson previously 
held the same position with the 
Milwaukee Symphony Orchestra. 

He also serves as principal cellist 
of the Santa Fe Opera, and during 
the 2008/09 season, was acting 
principal cellist of the Honolulu 
Symphony Orchestra. Prior to his 
Milwaukee appointment, Joseph 
Johnson was a member of the 
Minnesota Orchestra cello section 
for 11 years, during which time 
he performed numerous chamber 
music works during the orchestra’s 
Sommerfest, both as cellist and 
pianist. He was a founding member 
of both the Prospect Park Players 
and the Minneapolis Quartet, the 
latter of which was honoured with 
The McKnight Foundation Award 
in 2005. Johnson has been heard 
throughout the world as a soloist, 


chamber musician and educator. 

His festival appearances include 
performances in all classical genres 
at the American festivals of Santa 
Fe, Bach Dancing and Dynamite 
Society, Bard, Cactus Pear, Grand 
Teton, and Music in the Vineyards 
as well as the Pacific Music Festival 
in Sapporo, Japan, and the Virtuosi 
Festival in Brazil. Recent highlights 
include concerto performances of 
Tchaikovsky’s “Rococo Variations” 
with the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra, Dvorak Concerto at the 
Lakes Area Festival, Elgar Concerto 
with the Etobicoke Philharmonic 
Orchestra, and Bernstein’s Three 
Meditations with the Lexington 
Philharmonic. 

A gifted and inspiring teacher, 
Joseph Johnson is Assistant 
Professor of Cello at the University 
of Toronto, as well as the cello 
coach for the Toronto Symphony 
Youth Orchestra. He has conducted 
numerous master classes for a wide 
range of institutions and ensembles. 

A graduate of the Eastman 
School of Music, Joseph Johnson 
earned his Master’s degree 
from Northwestern University. 
Awards and honours include a 
performer’s certificate from the 
Eastman School of Music and first 
prize from the American String 
Teachers Association National Solo 
Competition. 
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Noted by La Presse as “...a 
pianist-painter who turns every 
musical idea into a beautiful array 
of colours,” Philip Chiu is lauded 
for the brilliance, colour and 
sensitivity of his playing, and is 
particularly noted for his ability to 
connect with audiences on and 
off stage. Inaugural winner of the 
2015 Prix Goyer, Chiu is more 
than a summation of technical and 
musical abilities, he has become 
one of Canada’s leading musicians 
through his infectious love of music 
and his passion for communication 
and collaboration. 

Philip Chiu has developed a 
new program for solo piano and 
multimedia called Of Church & 
State which premiered last season. 
Working closely with the Noncerto 
group in Montreal, his program 
pairs solo piano performance 
with stunning videos of Quebec’s 
beautiful churches and delivers 
a poignant musical commentary 
on how nationalism and religion 


have influenced composers, 
musicians, and ultimately ourselves. 
This season, he is the Artist-in- 
Residence for Cecilia Concerts in 
Halifax, NS. He will also perform 
solo recitals throughout Ontario and 
Quebec. He continues to concertize 
extensively as a chamber musician. 
He has appeared in recitals 
with leading musicians of the 
world stage, including James 
Ehnes, Raphael Wallfisch, Patrice 
Fontanarosa, Regis Pasquier and 
Stefan Dohr. He performs regularly 
with Jonathan Crow, concertmaster 
of the Toronto Symphony as well 
as Andrew Wan, co-concertmaster 
of I’Orchestre Symphonique de 
Montreal, and tours regularly with 
premier touring organizations, 
Jeunesses Musicales Canada, 

Debut Atlantic, and Prairie Debut. 

Dedicated to elevating the standard 
and art of collaborative piano, Philip 
Chiu is the creator and director 
of the new Collaborative Piano 
Program at the Domaine Forget 
International Festival and Academy. 
He is an acclaimed accompanist 
and piano coach based at McGill 
University, has been an invited 
professor and collaborator for 
the Conservatoire de musique 
de Montreal and I'Universite de 
Montreal. He is extremely grateful 
for the support of the Sylva 
Gelber Music Foundation, Canada 
Council for the Arts and Jeunesses 
Musicales in his various pursuits.
